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Didsbury mayor 
probes for answers

Its week two of the helipad closures and the mayors of 
I iidsbury and Sundre are ge;iring up to counterpunch. 

“We are not going to sit around and wait to see what hap- 
pens next," said Roy Cummings, Mayor of Sundre. 

"We will in* demanding answers." 

The community of Sundre Ls gathering at their community 
hall tonight at 7 p.m. to decide what steps should l>e taken to 
get answers or the helicopter ambulance landing pad hack 
on track. 

Petitions over the closure have lH*en circling neighbour¬ 
hoods and Cummings is expecting r.dlies this week from res¬ 
idents angry about the temporary suspension. 

Things are also heating up in Didsbury. 

Mayor Brian Wittal has spent the last week searching for 
answers about why the Didsbury Hospital Centre’s landing 
pad was shut down June 30 and to no avail. 

Town council wants to know if there is anything that can 
be done from a community perspective to bring the pads up 
to par. 

This week, town officials will be writing a letter to Alberta 
Health Services, MIA Richard Marz and Premier Ed 
Stehnach demanding answers and seeking options to keep 
the helipad open. 

Alberta Health Services announced June 27 that t ight 
Alberta hospital landing pads w ill lx* shut down temporarily 
because they fail to meet amended federal regulations. 

According to Olds-Didsbuiy-Three Hills MIA Richard 
Mar/., Didsbury helipad renovations are pegged at $385,000. 

Over the summer the medical superboard will review the 
helipads and decide which will be brought to standard and 
those that will l>e i>ermanently shut down. 

Wittal and Cummings weren’t informed about the move 
until days before the closure was scheduled to happen. 

The late notice rankk*s Wittal, who said hr 1 and 40 other 
mayors met earlier in the month after a leaked memo sug¬ 
gested Allierta Health Services was gearing up to downgrade 
rural hospitals to acute care centres. The mayors were 
assured by Alberta Health Services that downgrading w as no 
longer being considered and no changes would be made to 
hospital services without community consultation. 

Then 1 was no warning, let alone consultation for these 
helipad closures, Wittal said. 

Although the closures concern him, it’s the lack of 
answers from the superboard that’s prompting Wittal to take 
action. 

Originally, he was told by an All>erta Health Services rep¬ 
resentative the local helipad fails to meet amended 
Transport Canada regulations, but the federal laxly denies 
any changes to its regulations or involvement in the shut¬ 
downs. 

Wittal said it looks like Allxrta Health Services, not a fed¬ 
eral Ixxly, did the inspection and found the helipads lacking. 

“Their story Ls unraveling fast. (hir biggi'st concern is this 
whole thing has been fabricated and if that’s the case, it Isn’t 
a grxxl way to start off communicating with people what is 
going to hap|x‘n to their facilities." 

Wittal and Cummings say the short notice about the clo¬ 
sures ;uid the lack of answers, makes it sus|x*ct that the 
medical superboard is in fact slowly dismantling nirnl 
health- can* facilities, as was suggested by the leaked memo. 

“1 really hope mayors in other areas, whether they have a 
hospital or not, will band Ix-hind us and realize these two 
hospital helipads are very important to our communities,” 
said Cummings.

Sixteen-year-old Nicole Miller is the only 
Albertan stepping up to hat for Canada in 
the Youth World Cup this August. 

The Didsbury High School student heard 
June 24 that she and lb other girls would 
travel to the Czech Republic to compete 
with the world’s l>est softball teams. 

“1 jumped up and down, laughing," she 
said of the moment she discovered her 
name was on the roster. “My mom was cry¬ 
ing." 

“It was just so unexpected. I never 
thought I’d get this far.” 

Over ;«X> girls flocked It) the evaluation 
day camps ui (intario, British Columbia and 
Alberta, hoping for a spot on the team. 

It’s the first time Soft ball Canada has sent 
a 1116 group to the international stage. 

Tlie sununer competition, which features 
12 countries, is meant to showcase talent to 
the International Olympic Committee in 
hopes softball will be addl'd to the 2016 
Olympic game's. 

The world cup runs from August 10 to 16 
and concludes six weeks before the I(X' 
votes on the (llympic program. 

Girls competing on this year’s roster also 
have a shot at the Junior Women’s National 
Team, which heads off to South Africa in 
two years. 

Despite the pressure, Miller says she’ll 
bring her best game. 

”1 work hard on the field and with my hit¬ 
ting...! clean up." 

The Didsbury teenager, who plays first 
base and backeatcher for the Calgary 
Rockies, left for tryouts in Saskatchewan 
with six of her teammates two weeks ago. 
She wanted to pash herself and see if she 
was good enough to make it to the next 
level. 

“The intensity there was unreal. 1 was 
showing what I have compared to all these 
girls from other provinces," she said. 

And the coaches liked what they saw. 

“At this age, we look at the ones who can 


senior level," said Glenn Boles, assistant 
coach for the U16 national team. 

“Miller showed site is a good left-hand hat¬ 
ter.” 

Kevin Pendergast has coached Miller for 
the last four years and isn’t surprised the 
national team picked her. He himself would 
build a team around the 16-year-old. But he 
was caught off guard that ;ut Albertiui ath¬ 
lete was chosen at all. 

“In the Prairies, we don’t get seen nearly 
as much as the Ixiwer Mainland or Ontario 
for softball, or any sport for that matter. It 
was surprising they had already seen 
enough ofNic that they put heron the short¬ 
list,” he said. 

This is not the first time Calgary has sent 
one of its softball players to a national team, 
but it is the first time a bantam has earned a 
coveted spot. 

“Nic drives into Calgary from Didsbury 
two or three times a week all winter and all 
summer to improve her game. It obviously 
paid off." 

Pendergast said he still recalls the day 
when she came to Calgary as an untapped 
talent who didn’t know too much about the 
sport. 

“Now, she’s one of our elite players and 
she’s led our team this last year in batting." 

In fact, she is an arsenal on the plate, bat¬ 
ting over .500 and leading the team in RBIs. 

So who is this girl? 

Miller Is a “quiet leader” and someone 
who isn’t afraid of making sacrifices in the 
pursuit of her dreams, Pendergast said. 

She wakes up at the crack of dawn 
Tuesday to Sunday and practises until dusk. 
Where she did have time for school sports 
and work at the local veterinary office, she 
now devotes to fine-tuning her skills. 

“There have been sacrifices for this. I can’t 
hang out with my friends or go to family 
things. I kind of get left ltehind," she said.

This week, she 
plans to compete in the Canada Cup show- 
cast' against teams from Alaska and Japan.

Police are warning resi¬ 
dents to keep ait eye on 
their cattle, after one was 
found mutilated six miles 
southeast of Cremona 

On June 24, a farmer, 
who police decline to 
name, found the body of a 
dead heifer on his back pas¬ 
ture. 


“The farmer and the 
RCMP were concerned 
someone had killed the 
heifer and taken the car¬ 
cass for meat,” said Dr. 
Janice Reid, a veterinarian 
witli Krebs and Company in 
Didsbury. 

Reid was called in to do a 
post-mortem on the animal. 
It was her first heifer muti¬ 
lation in Mountain View 
County. 

She said she took a close 


look at the carcass and 
knew that before the ani¬ 
mals got to it, people did. 

“The hide had definitely 
been cut and separated 
from the body by a knife," 
she said, adding it must 
have l>een slaughtered five 
or six days ago. 

Meat and organs were 
taken from the animal, but 
how much is unknown 
because there wasn’t a lot 
left of the cow. 


A bullet hole was also 
found in the neck. Reid said 
it looks like the cow was 
shot first and then had its 
t hroat severed. There was a 
lot of dried blood around 
the body. 

“If it was a morbid sense 
of fim or a way to get meat, 
1 am not sure, but it was a 
disgusting thing to do.” 

The RCMP has no sus¬ 
pects and is asking resi¬ 
dents to keep an eye out for 


any suspicious activity. 

“We don’t want anyone 
else to lose their cows," 
said Cst. Robert Newton. 

He said the detachment 
has seen something like 
this only once before, when 
an American hunting group 
shot a cow. They mistook it 
for a moose. 

A livestock investigator 
has been called in as a con¬ 
sultant in this case. Killing 
cattle Is a criminal offence.

As the MLA for Olds 
Didsbury Three Hills, 1 have 
been talking with constituents 
in this last week regarding a 
temporary closure of the heli¬ 
pads located at the Didsbury 
and Sundre hospitals. 

1 would like to assure you that this is an 
important issue to the government of Alberta 
and a plan is in place to respond to the notifi¬ 
cation from Transport Canada. 

Transport Canada has informed Alberta 
Health Services (AHS) that eight helipads 
across the province do not meet Transport 
Canada standards. These eight helipads are 
being closed by AHS effective June 30, 2009. 

Two of the affected sites are located at 
Didsbury District Health Services and Sundre 
Hospital and Care Centre. Please be assured 
AHS has contingency plans to support interim 
patient transfer and to ensure patient care is 
not compromised. The Didsbury and Sundre 
sites are only used for inter-facility transfer of 
patients out of your community. The 2008/2009 
annual utilization data for the Didsbury 
District Health Services helipad is eleven 
flights. The Sundre Hospital and Care Centre 
helipad is 12 flights for the same year. 

AHS has indicated that an Emergency 
Medical Services (EMS) transportation plan 
will be developed by September 30, 2009 that 
will introduce guidelines for the appropriate 
movement of patients across the province. 
The plan will consider the needs of the patient, 
capabilities of the sending facility, location of 
receiving centre, service level of local EMS 
units, and determination of the most appropri¬ 
ate mode of patient transportation. The trans¬ 
portation plan will also take into account 
Vision 2020 recommendations. 

Until helipads can be prioritized and aligned 
with new service delivery objectives, helicop¬ 
ters will use the local airport for patient trans¬ 
fers from the originating community. Local 
ground ambulance services will be used to 
transfer patients to and from the airport.

West County needs protection too

When the 
provincial gov¬ 
ernment started 
to clamp down 
on people mak¬ 
ing a mess of the 
Waiparous Creek 
area west of Cochrane a few years 
ago, the goal was to stop the rampant 
environmental damage. 

For years the area had become a 
place where off-road vehicle users 
tore up streams, creeks anil other 
sensitive areas, causing sometimes- 
permanent damage through their 
carelessness and outright disregard 
for the rules. 

Since the crackdown, there has 
reportedly been a marked decrease 
in problems, with most visitors now- 
able to er\joy the pristine area free 
from the carnage caused by a few. 

For the effort to clean up the 
Waiparous Creek area, the provincial 
government should be applauded. 
Unfortunately, there is growing evi¬ 
dence that the problems west of 


Cochrane may have merely been 
shifted a little ways north to the West 
Country area west of Sundre and 
Caroline. 

While the West County has tradi¬ 
tionally seen its own share of envi¬ 
ronmental damage caused by recre¬ 
ational users who ignore the rules, 
problems appear to be on the rise. 

One Sundre-area outdoorsman, 
who asked not to be named for fear 
of retaliation, sent this newspaper a 
letter highlighting concerns he says 
have become commonplace. 

“I was appalled at the number of 
vehicles I saw coming out of the West 
Country covered in mud," he writes. 
"We have some of the finest scenery 
in the world and the tracks of off¬ 
road vehicles scarring the landscape 
do little to enhance it. 

“There should be laws in place for 
wet conditions, the same as fire bans, 
to close areas that have had too 
much rain or wet snow, like most 
May long weekends.” 

Anyone who has visited the 
Eastern Slopes of West Central 
Alberta knows it is one of the most 
beautiful natural areas anywhere. 


The region attracts visitors from 
across Alberta, Canada and the 
world, making it a true provincial 
treasure. 

But like all treasures, the West 
Country must be adequately protect¬ 
ed if it is to be maintained and safe¬ 
guarded. 

The Stelmach government has 
apparently done a good job bringing 
adequate new protection to the 
Waiparous ('reek area, efforts for 
which it should be commended. 

However, unless similar considera¬ 
tion, including increased enforce¬ 
ment, is given to the West Country, 
then wasn't the entire exercise little 
more than a public relations slight-of- 
hand designed to make the govern¬ 
ment look good for Calgary-area vot¬ 
ers? 

The Sundre letter writer concluded 
his correspondence with the follow¬ 
ing words: “As the old saying goes, 
we do not inherit the land from our 
fathers; we borrow it from our chil¬ 
dren.” 

For Premier Stelmach and his min¬ 
isters, here’s another old saying: “If 
you’re going to do a job, do it right.”

The Town of Didsbury Public Works department has observed misuse of 
towels in the sewer system at Morris Meadows. Products such as paper 
towels, and commercial grade wipes cause the pumps to malfunction and 
sewage could back up into basements.

Fast-tracking affordable housing necessary: councillor

Then* an* few affordable housing units in Didshury and 
fewer developers willing to build them. 

'Hull needs to change, said town councillor Ernie Ryckman. 

“We need developers to get involved and that means we 
can’t just encourage they build, we need to insist," he said. 

It also means town administration should make the pnx*ess 
of getting support for low-income housing as quick and pain- 
free as possible. 

Harvest Builders submitted a letter asking for support on a 
ix)tential affordable housing initiative in Valarosa Crossing 
and had to wait until a council meeting to get one. There are 
usually two council meetings a month. 

“We should automatically give support to anyone seeking to 
build affordable houses. We have vety, very little and nothing 
available," Ryckmrm said at the meeting. 


Council said nothing further about wluit could lx* done to 
fast-track the sup|x>rt process. 

Developers usually ask for a letter from town council for 
grants from the Canadian Mortgage ;uul Housing Corporation 
or the Alberta government. In this case, Harvest Builders was 
kx)king for a document to help access the CMHC seed fund¬ 
ing for a feasibility study. 

“We ho|x* to start our study this fall to discover what the 
need for housing Ls here in Didshury and where the best 
options are to pursue our project," said Darla Carpenter, 
owner of Harvest Builders. 

She and her husband, real estate agent James Carpenter, see 
few affordable kxlging options out there and they ho|x> to fill 
the need. 

Carpenter won’t know until after the study, how much the 
low-income houses will sell for, but according to the CMHC 
tlu*si* shelters should lx* less than .'Ml per cent of the household 
income. 


In 2<XX> tin* median household income in Didshury was 
$52,844 and so the cost for low-income housing should lx* 

$15,863. 

Although tin* town Ls doing its lx*st to coax developers to 
build low-income housing, then* have been no permits or for¬ 
mal proposals, said Kim Boyd, development officer for the 
Town of Didsbuiy. 

“It’s tough to got them to step up with the way the economy 
Ls. I would think it’s not much of a moneymaking venture right 
now. ThLs will all change eventually, lx-cause the demand for 
affbniable housing is growing." 

Ryckman said he hopes council will rigorously pursue low- 
cost kxlging, since it’s deeply tied to economic development. 

“One of the first questions new businesses ask Ls whether 
we have low cost housing for their employees.. and right now 
we couldn’t say we have anything.” 

Without homes, he said, companies will most likely Uim 
their eyes elsewhere. 


Passion lifts flyers sky-high on Canada Day

The red and yellow Mojo 65 moves to lift 
off the runway with Dan Hollington shift¬ 
ing the controls. 

Tin- thin-bodied frame wobbles slightly, 
teetering to one side as it fights a sudden 
gust of wind. Then it’s off, gliding through 
the sky as its pilot manoeuvres the craft 
into twists, climbs and hangs. 

Hollington is one of about 40 radio-con¬ 
trol plane hobbyists who converged on the 
Didsbury airfield for the Canada Day Fun 
Fly event. 

“This is a fun way to spend the day," said 
Hollington, a member of the Didsbury R/C 
fun flyers club. 

“I think we’ve all enjoyed building air¬ 
planes and flying them since we were 
kids." 

Hollington was captivated by flight at 
five years old. Building model planes and 
eventually becoming a pilot - for both com¬ 
mercial airlines and radio-controlled air¬ 
craft, was a natural transition. 

“Full sized planes are a lot easier to han¬ 
dle than these,” he said as he and his son. 


Liam fine-tuned their other craft. 

“Left is left and right is right, hut with 
these every thing is opposite. It can be real¬ 
ly confusing." 

Roy Soderberg and his son were also at 
the event to test out their planes. 

He’s been building model aircraft for 40 
years, spending anywhere from 12 to 2,000 
hours on each one. 

It’s a time consuming and an expensive 
hobby In* said. The average cost of a plane 
is $ 1,000. 

“The more expensive the plane is, the 
harder the pilot’s hands shake at the con¬ 
trols. The aircraft have been known to 
break, crash or land hard,” he said. 

Spectators gathered at the edge of the pit 
to catch a glimpse of the models, which 
ranged from jets to civilian airplanes. 

The planes buzzed across the sky at 
speeds of 60 to 150 mph, twirling and spin¬ 
ning in a show of aerobatics for the crowd 
lounging in their lawn chairs. 

The event has been running for the last 
18 years and brings hobbyists from across 
the province. It only happens Canada Day, 
hut locals are welcome to check out the 
smaller Wednesday night flights.
